REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action dated February 5, 2002, Applicant hereby makes the 
following response. The application was filed on June 8, 2000 and included claims 1-32. 
Claims 19-26 were divided out without prejudice on October 24, 2002, for a later divisional 
application, if necessary. A simultaneous election of species resulted in claims 5-9, 13-18, and
